You  recognize  instinctively  that  your  host  has  due 
respect  for  the  bond  of  sympathy  which  exists  between  the 
eye  and  the  palate.  Vou  recall  how  the  great  Lord  Hacon 
had  ever  upon  his  table  the  uplifting  and  refining  influence 
of  flowers.  You  have  finished  and  yet  you  linger.  It  is 
an  hour  of  enjoyment.  You  recall  Parson  Irwin's  words  : 
"  I  like  breakfast  time  better  than  any  moment  in  the  day. 
No  dust  has  settled  on  one's  mind  then,  and  it  presents  a 
clear  mirror  to  the  rays  of  things."  From  your  snug 
corner  over  the  morning  paper — the  Ottawa  Citizen,  where 
you  read  all  the  latest  sporting  news  and  Frills'  society 
gossip — you  take  snap  glances  around  the  room,  and 
discover  a  sort  of  sparkling  friendliness  in  the  air  which  is 
highly  infectious ;  a  freedom  from  the  ordinary  hotel  con- 


ventionality.  People  who  perhaps  only  nod  to  you  with 
distant  politeness  anywhere  else  now  beam  on  you,  and

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This  is  so  naively  selfish,  it  sets  one  to  nibbling  a 
shaving  of  toasted  bacon,  in  an  amusingly  reflective  enjoy- 
ment, which  surely  must  have  aided  one's  digestion. 
Looking  about,  it  was  discovered  that  Tom  and  Dick  and 
Harry  did  not  suffer  by  the  surreptitious  pillage  of  cream.

This  bountiful  table  recalls  tiiat  most  cheery  invitation 
from  Thomas  de  (^uincey  to  Charles  Knight,  when  in  his 
cottage  at  Grasmere,  among  the  Westmoreland  Hills,  the 
opium  eater  wrote  :   "  And   now,  my  .'"riend,  think  what  a

glorious  Kl  Dorado  of  milk  and  butter  and  cream-cheese 
and  all  other  dairy  products  I  can  offer  you,  morning, 
noon  and  night.  You  may  absolutely  bathe  in  new  milk 
or  even  in  cream,  and  you  shall  bathe  if  you  like  :  milk, 
milk,  milk — cream,  cream,  cream  (hear  it,  thou  belated 
Londoner)  in  which  you  must  and  shall  bathe  !" 


But  you  are  accosted  by  a  passer  by.  "  Were  you 
there  last  night  ?  and  are  you  going  to-night  ?."  You 
Fteal  a  swift  glance  at  the  dainty,  graceful  fingers  still 
deftly  skinning  portions  of  that  lucky  devil  of  an  orange, 
and  by  a  certain  subtle  intuition  you  knew  she  was  going ; 
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Wellington  Stitet- Looking  liast. 

and  tiicn  you  lighted  up,  as  if  inspired,  and  answered  hope- 
fully and  gallantly,  "  Ah  yes  !

inhale  a  long  inspiring  whiff  of  the  fragrant  weed,  and 
puff  with  languid  ease  the  delicate  fumes,  you  seem 
to  trace  amid  the  misty  curling  shadows  the  tender  eyes 
of  that  girl  in  the  pink  waist ;  and  you  watch  them 
wreathe  their  airy  flight  until  into  space  they  vanish,  and 
leave  you,  face  upturned,  gazing  with  appreciative  newly 
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awakened  interest  at  the  great  dome — that  huge  bowl, 
adorned  but  not  encumbered,  with  subdued  frescoes,

handsome  supporting  marble  columns,  its  floor  laid  in  rich 
mosaic  of  varied  design,  and  its  broad  imposing  central 
stairway,  with  magnificent  large  stained  glass  window  on 
its  first  landing,  leading  to  the  wide  corridors  on  the 
upper  flat,  it  is  an  ideal  entrance.  Here  and  there  you 
notice  animated  groups  holding  anxious  conferences.  You 
catch  unparliamentary  denunciations  of  certain  states- 
men; you  listen  to  .speculations  as  to  the  possible  fate  of

important  measures;  you  see  before  you  the  typical  lobbyist 
cajoling  a  youthful  member  to  support  a  bill  in  which  much 
personal  interest  is  at  stake  ;  y  :  learn  there  will  be  a 
division,  and  hear  honourable  gentlemen  *'  pairing  "  with 
each  other.  It  is  a  political  atmosphere  teeming  with 
interest  and  full  of  possibilities.  You  realize  'the  truth  of 
what  you  have  always  heard — The  Russell  is  really  the 
social  annex  of  the  House  of  Commons.  Here  you  are  in 
the  very  thick  of  things,  strategic  manoeuvres,  deep  laid 
plots,  diplomatic  courte.sies,  amazing  somersaults,  and  ex- 
traordinary conversions.     It  is  exhilerating  and  exciting. 
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In  and  out,  men  pass  through  to  the  adjacent  bar,  or  read- 
ing room,  or  cafe.  You  too,  take  a  stroll,  and  find  the 
first  mentioned  retreat  a  model  of  elegance. 
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The  floor  is  of  marble.  The  walls,  deeply  wainscotted 
with  quartered  oak,  are  hung  with  visions  of  grace  and  love- 
liness.

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panels  of  papier-mache,  being  arranged  in  curves  and 
corners,  so  that  the  sons  of  Bacchus  are  enabled  to  chat  in 
friendly  little  groups  apart,  while  they  sip  their  nectar  from 
foaming  tankards  of  Carling's  Amber  Ale,  or  imbibe  with 
appreciative  relish  steaming  glasses  of  Highland  Whisky 
punch,  made  from  the  celebrated  Bullock  Lades  &  Go's 
best  mountain  dew, — not  that  you — (lod  forbid,  remem- 
bering with  respect  the  cunning  speech  of  Drumtochty, 
would  impute  to  any  of  the  frequenters  an  over-love  for 
grog  ;  and  you  smile  as  you  repeat :  "  A  glass  at  a  time — 
a  beerial  or  a  merridge  that's  moderation ;  takin*  wi'  a 
freend  in  the  mornin  or  the  evenin,  that's  tastin  ;  needin  it

The  cafe,  which  adjoins  the  bar,  to  which  the  men 
retreat  when  the  grosser  subject  of  appetite  takes  posses- 
sion of  them,  is  a  charmingly  bright  room,  hung  with  a 
series  of  hunting  pictures  representing  many  achievements 
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dear  to  the  sportsman's  heart.  Small  tables,  daintily  ap- 
pointed, are  placed  about  at  intervals,  and  the  latest 
delicacy  cooked  to  perfection  would  surely  tempt  the  palate 
of  even  the  epicurean  monk.  In  looking  about,  where  all 
the  surroundings  are  so  refined  and  dainty,  it  is  amusing  to 
recall  Dickens'  satirical  descrij)iion  of  the  counter  in 
"  Mugby  Junction,"  where  in  such  disorder  the  patron 
partook  of  tough  hens  and  indigestible  edibles.  I'ndcr 
mine  host^s  ca^/e  nv-  no  antediluvian  bipeds  are  introduced, 
and  every  spinster  must  perforce  tell  her  age  before  she 
passes  as  a  tender  spring  chicken,  it  is  the  dream  of  the 
enterprising  proprietor  to  allow  the  public  to  gain  admis- 
sion to  tlii-.  df-sirable  cafe  by  a  large  and  suitable  entrance 
on  Sparks  Street,  and  ladies,  then,  will  at  la^t  in  Ottawa, 
enjoy  the  long  wi>lied  for  .spot  on  the  borders  of  iloheinia, 
the  ideal  n'/i,/ezvons,  where  they  can  drop  in  for  luncheon 
amid  pleasant  arti^tic  surroundings.  'I'he  scheme  will 
certainly  meet  with  hearty  approval,  and  when  the  larger 
cafe  is  opened,  will  not  fail  for  want  of  support,  and  we 
shall  point  to  our  "  St.  Jac(|ues,"  with  as  much  pride  as  the 
true-born  New  Yorker  points  to  his  beloved  "  Delmonico's."

With  this  graphic  description,  Mrs.  Jim  gathers  her 
belongings  and  declares  she  has  remained  too  long ;  but  a 
pretty  pleased  look  and  flush  lights  up  her  face  as  you  say 
how  much  you  have  enjoyed  the  chat,  and  you  cordially 
invite  her  and  Jim  to  dine  with  you  to-night.  Then  you 
accompany  them  out,  past  another  broad  stairway  which 
leads  to  the  first  floor,  through  a  wide,  handsome  passage 
richly    carpeted,   and    deeply   wainscotted    with    highly 
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polished  oak,  to  the  imposing  Ladies'  Enirance  on  Sparks 
Street,  which,  canopied  to  the  street,  and  lighted  with 
electricity,  affords  a  welcome  protection  from  sun  or  storm. 
Here  for  a  moment  we  stand  discussing  the  splendid  street 
car  service  of  Ottawa,  acknowledged  to  be  second  to  none 
in  the  world;  the  admirable  electric  lighting  of  streets  and 
stores,  transforming  the  whole  place  at  night  into  the  most 
brilliant  and  attractive  scene  of  splendor.  Jim  refers  with 
pardonable  pride  to  the  great  railway  centre  which  Ottawa 
has  become.  How  when  he  first  came  here  twenty-two 
years  ago,  the  only  means  of  getting  in  and  out  was  by 
the  old  Ottawa  cV'  St.  Lawrence  road,  what  a  slow,  tedious 
journey  it  was  to  Montreal,  and  how  full  of  discomfort  in 
comparison  to  the  present  rapid  and  luxurious  accommoda- 
tion of  the  Canada  Atlantic,  by  which  we  reach  the 
metropolis,  a  distance  of  117  miles,  in  two  and  a  half 
hours,  surraunded  by  every  modern  comfort  and  conven- 
ience ;  indeed  the  passenger  service  on  this  line  is  beyond 
iriticism.  And  now  with  mutual  expressions  of  pleasure 
at  our  reunion,  and  entreaties  and  promises  to  be  early 
on  time  for  dinner,  \vc  say  adieu.

which  with  almost  electric  effect  lights  up  the  darker 
irhadows  of  the  woods.

Just  across,  the  attractive  architecture,  in  the  Renais- 
sance style  of  a  handsome,  large,  solid  gray  stone  building, 
brings  forth  the  honest  reflection  that  it  is  a  Post  Office 
worthy  of  the  Capital. 
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From  the  other  windows,  six  in  number,  looking  east, 
the  view  is  varied  and  beautiful.  Immediately  beneath, 
the  scene  is  full  of  human  interest,  for  there  in  the  gorge, 
lie  shining,  the  waters  of  the  Rideau  Canal,  and  under 
the  two  wide  bridges  of  solid  stone  and  splendid  design 
which  unite  Upper  and  Lower  Town,  you  watch  passing 
the  always  interesting   water  craft;  sometimes  a  heavily

laden  barge,  with  its  curious  home  life  revealed  in  the 
picture  on  the  deck,  of  a  woman  bare-headed,  bare  armed, 
strong  and  rugged  looking,  hanging  out  her  washing. 
Little  aprons  and  tiny  shirts  flap  in  the  wind,  and  quickly 
you  discover  the  children,  .strong  and  ruddy  and  brown,  at 
play  in  the  bow,  while  the  men,  alert  and  busy,  make  their 
careful  progress  through  the  locks,  on  towards  the  pictur- 
er.ji:-.  ravine  between  Parliament  Hill  and  Major's  Hill 
i  :i  r,.  V/ithin  a  hundred  yards,  in  the  same  hollow  across 
t'.e    .'anal,    is  the   Union    Depot,    and   the   never  ending 
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coming  and  going  of  travellers;  and  just  here,  on  this  side, 
we  are  to  have  the  fine  new  Customs  House.  Over  the 
bridges  electric  cars  and  bicycles  fly  in  rapid  succession, 
while  the  sidewalks  on  either  side  are  gay  with  life  and 
colour.  To  the  left,  looking  east  is  the  charming  Park,  with 
its  well  kept  grounds,  its  glorious  view,  and  at  its  entrance 
the  impressive  monument  of  bronze,  erected  in  loving 
memory  of  the  sharpshooters — those  young  defenders  of 
our  country's  unity — who  fell  during  the  North-West 
Rebellion.  Then  away  beyond  rise  the  s/>/rfs  of  the 
Cathedml^  and  the  French  portion  of  Lower  Town,  with 
its  magnificent  background  of  mountain  range,  the  grand 
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Major  HiU  Park. 

old  Laurentian   Hills,  while  to  the  east  in  gradual  ascent 
lies  Sandy  Hill,  its  streets  transformed  to  stately  avenues  by 
the  Jine  ttees,  whose  boughs  meet  in  many  phies  overhead. 
This  is  Ottawa  from  The  Russell  drawing-room,  and

There 
is  not  a  trace  or  hint  of  fat  about  it  to  suggest  bilious

You  recall  the  story  that  Madame  de  Maintenon  first  won 
the  regard  of  King  Louis  XIV,  by  her  dainty  manipula- 
tion of  the  chop.  You  hazard  a  guess  that  her  first 
husband,  that  laughing  devil  Scarron,  may  have  first  pro- 
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nonnced  judgment  upon  the  immortalized  cutlet.  You 
dress  the  crisp  fresh  lettuce  and  firm  cool  slices  of  the 
juicy  tomato  with  a  mysterious  mayonnaise,  concocted  by 
yourself,  and  surely  this  is  a  little  luncheon  fit  for  the  gods. 
The  pint  of  Chateau  Margaut  of  unsurpassed  bouquet, 
bottled  by  Barton  iV  (kiestier,  and  undeniably  of  old  vin- 
tage, does  credit  to  St.  Jacques'  cellar — which  you  hear  is 
historical — and  which,  judging  from  the  different  samples 
you  have  tasted,  is  above  reproach.  The  omelette  souffle 
is  a  triumph  of  culinary  art,  the  inner  man  becomes  satis- 
fied, and  the  verdict  is  one  of  distinct  approval.  In  truth, 
you  are  inspired  with  respect  for  the  genius  which  caters 
with  such  apparent  ease  to  so  cosmopolitan  a  gathering, 
for  looking  about,  you  notice  surrounding  the  different 
tables  manv  distinctive  nationalities.     There,  the  lean  and

Hunt,  with  the  napkin  under  his  arm 
and    the    corkscrew    in    his    pocket, 
pleased  at  your  interest,  tells  you  how 
every    latest    invention    of    any    sort 
which  can  add  to  the  comfort  or  con- 
veiiience  of  The    Russell    is    at  once 
supplied.      If  the  "boss''  hears  of  a 
new  invention    "  sure  we're   not  long 
till    it's    here,   sir;   'tis    enterprise    he 
has,  sir,  and  if  you  care  to  have  a  look   at  the  kitchen 
I    will    get    permission    and    you    can    judge    for    your- 
self."

Her  Majesty's  forces,  who,  you  will  remember,  escorted  his 
Royal  Highness  when  he  made  the  tour  of  Canada  and 
the  Great  Republic.  'I'here,  I  listened  to  Sir  John  Thom*)- 
son's  eloquent  speech  of  welcome  to  the  Colonial  dele- 
gates, which  was  indeed  his  last  public  utterance  in  Canada. "" 
Finding  his  audience  so  warmly  appreciative,  the 
Baron  recounts  many  other  entertaining  episodes.  Here, 
he  had  met,  and  had  a  charming  hour,  with  Sir  S(iuire 
Bancroft,  and  had  spent  an  evening  with  Hall  Caine  and 
his  wife  and  boy.    Here,  he  had  been  introduced  to  James 
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Gordon  Bennett,  who  with  a  party  of  friends  from  New 
York,  had  come  up  in  his  private  car  for  the  Fancy  Dress 
Ball,  given  by  Lord  and  Lady  Dufferin,  and  made  his 
headquarters  at  The  Russell.  Here  he  had  supped  with 
Count  Castelaine,  and  Mr.  George  Booth  and  party. 
Here,  he  had  also  met  the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  and 
over  at  that  table,  dined  with  Lord  Mandeville,now  the  Duke 
of  Manchester.     "  Indeed,"  said  the  Baron,  "  The  Russell 
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has  had  many  celebrities  beneatii  its  roof.  Lord  and  Lady 
Monk  stayed  here ;  so  did  Lord  and  Lady  Dufferin,  the 
Marquis  of  Lome  and  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Louise.  Lord 
and  Lady  Aberdeen  were  guests  several  times  in  1886, 
and  our  present  Governor  General  and  the  Countess  of 
Minto  have  also  put  up  here,  so  that,  to  one  who  has,  like 
myself,  passed  many  a  pleasant  hour  with  pleasant  and 
distinguished  people  in  this  house,  it  is  gratifying  to  reflect 
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on  the  continued  success  and  prosperity  of  The  Russell. 
Then,  toasting  the  happy  memories  of  the  past,  the  Karon 
exclaimed,  that  we  might  all  surely  say,  as  old  Samuel 
Pepys,  "  My  dinner  was  noble  and  enough !" 

"  Well  said,  Jiaron,  bravo  !" — and  rising,  we  adjourn 
to  the  drawing-room,  and,  as  the  immortal  Shakespeare 
puts  it,  "  we  go  well  satisfied."

Some  people  object  to  ghosts — other  fellows  don't, — 

and  being  one  of  the  latter  category,  you  kick  the  slowly 

burning  log,  pull  up  another  chair  beside  the  hearth,  upon 

which  yon  imagine  rather  than  feci '  the  touch  of  a  vanished 

hand,"  and  know  that,  opposite  you,  sits  a  strange  visitant. 

"Other  footsteps  fall  about  tue-  faint,  uncertain. 
In  the  shadow  of  the  world,  as  it  recedes ; 
Other  forms  peer  thro'  the  half  uplifted  curtain 
Of  that  mystery  which  hangs  behind  the  creeds." 

The  phantoms  now  freely  lay  aside  their  mummery. 
Conversation  becomes  general,  and  it  does  not  require 
what  "  Dizzy  "  called  a  *'  frothy  imagination  "  to  realize 
that  it  is  strangely  ititeresting.  Many  of  those  present, 
in  such  weird  guise,  had  been  regular  habitues  of  Th 
Russell  from  the  year  1S57,  when  Her  Majesty,  Queei 
Victoria,  selected  Ottawa  as  the  seat  of  Government. 
About  the  place,  on  every  side,  one  listened  to  hallowed

cartier's  Monument.  the  energetic  Sir  Fran- 

ci.  ilincks;  the  charming  and  diplomatic  Sir  Alexander 
Gait ;  the  handsome  Sir  David  MacPherson  ;  ihe  tactful, 
and  sensible  Sir  Alexander  Campbell ;  the  conscientious, 
and  respe<  d  Ale\ander  Mackenzie;  the  picturesque 
and  classi'  ^hapleau ;  all  of  whom  made  The  Russell 
their  heau      irters.

— Some  one  says  :  "  In  my  day,  the  beauty  of 
Carleton,  and  for  a  long  time  that  grand  old  county's 
representative  in  Parliament,  Mr.  William  F.  Powell, 
advocated  this  scheme ;  and  it  is  certainly  pleasing  and 
satisfactory  to  know  that  others  now  continue  such  noble 
endeavours  for  the  benefit  of  the  country."

you :  a  wild  longing  for  some  magical  elixir  by  which  you 

could  regalvanize  these  intellectual  vapours,  but, —

Back  to  its  mansion  call  the  fleeting  breath  ?" 

A  heavy  sigh  breaks  from  you,  which  calls  forth  a 
strange  unearthly  laugh.  "  Don't  you  worry,  friend,  there 
ain't  nothing  to  it !"     By  all  that  is  human — that  is  John 
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Henry  Pope  !  With  beating  heart  you  gaze  into  space  on 
every  hand.  —  Emptiness  mocks  your  narrow  worldly 
vision.  Your  attention  is  attracted  by  the  spirit  of  one  of 
the  gallant  fathers  of  confederation,  who  lived  at  The 
Russell  in  those  early  days,  referring  to  the  many  improve- 
ments made  each  season.  In  sepulchral  tones  of  hearty 
approval,  he  says,  "  Things  to  their  perfection  come,  not 
all  at  once,  but  some  by  some."  And  then,  with  an  old 
time  wave  of  those  skeleton  fingers,  he  proclaimed,  that 
the  good  Russell  House,  replete  with  all  the  luxurious 
elegance  of  modern  civilization,  "  is  a  credit,  honourable 
gentlemen,  to  Canada."  Here  there  occurs  another 
clinking  of  glasses,  and  the  toast  of  "  The  Russell,  God 
bless  /V,"  is  drained  off  with  silent  heartiness,  and  one 
curiously  misses  the  usual  smacking  of  lips,  which  generally 
follows  a  human  demonstration  of  the  sort.  At  the  same 
time,  had  the  spirit  of  Charles  Lamb  been  present,  he 
would  have  had  a  solution  of  his  query — "  Can  a  ghost 
laugh,  or  shake  his  gaunt  sides  when  you  are  pleasant  with 
him  ?" 

Too  polite,  however,  to  make  personal  remarks  in 
such  rare  company,  you  ask,  "  Have  you  been,  sir,  through 
the  new  wing  on  Canal  Street  ?"  With  a  tone  of  touching 
pathos  he  answers,  "  Not  up-stairs,  where  I  hear  the  suites 
of  rooms  are  beautifully  bright  and  sunny ;  because  the 
dear  sensitive  fair  sex,  who  once  upon  a  day  doted  upon 
my  presence,  now  would  gasp  with  horrible  affright 
were  I  to  pass,  a  trembling  shade,  beside  them  Such  is 
death,  and  the  most  miserable  sadness  of  it ;  for,  as  Byron 
said,  **  We  ne' re  forget,  tho^  there  we  are  forgot.  ^^ 

Then  he  adds,  "  Under  these  circumstances  you  can 
appreciate  my  delicacy  in  roving  about ;  and  I  would  not 
for  worlds  be  the  cause,  from  any  selfish  curiosity,  of  start- 
ing a  report,  which  might  be  quite  damaging,  sir,  that  the 
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Russell  was  haunted.  No,  no !  I  confine  my  airy  pil- 
grimages to  the  men's  quarters.  They  are  so  accustomed 
to  spirits  that  our  gentle  presence  hardly  affects  them.  Ha 
ha !  A  little  joke,  sir.  We  must  have  our  little  joke !"

Neither  amusement  nor  rest  should  be  the  single  de- 
sideratum with  the  man  or  woman  to  whom  the  considera- 
tion of  the  scene  of  the  summer  vacation  is  a  subject  to  be 
deliberated  upon.  At  this  end-of-the-century  period  it  is 
everybody's  desire  to  be  informed,  to  have  travelled,  to 
know  the  happenings  and  conditions  foreign  to  those  of  his 
or  her  dnily  life.  The  tourist  who  visits  the  conventional 
watering-place  or  summer  resort  may  return  home  with 
brighter  eye,  more  elastic  step,  and  sun  browned  counte- 
nance, but  he  has  met  no  new  types ;  he  has  associated 
with  men  and  women  who  are  replicas  of  himself,  who 
have  the  same  information,  the  same  ideas,  who  live  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  year  just  as  he  does.  He  enjoys 
the  change  of  scene ;  why  should  he  not  enjoy  a  sojourn 
amongst  people  of  another  nation  and  of  different  social 
habits,  while  daily  associating  with  those  of  his  own  ? 

Not  many  years  ago  French  Canada  was  a  terra  incog- 
nita to  the  great  proportion  of  Americans  and  Canadians 
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of  English  extraction.  Latterly  it  has  been  the  custom  for 
a  small  number  of  tourists  annually  to  make  a  hurried  trip 
down  the  St.  Lawrence  ;  but  it  was  not  until  last  year  that 
the  erection  and  opening  of  the  palatial  Hotei,  Victoria, 
at  the  picturesque  village  of  Aylmer,  Quebec,  rendered  it 
possible  for  the  seeker  after  rest,  health,  and  amusement 
to  see  Jean  Baptiste,  the  liahiiaHty  at  his  home,  while  being 
within  half  an  hour's  ride  of  a  beautiful  and  modern  city. 

Nine  niiles  from  Ottawa, 
Ont.,  on  the  shores  of  the 
romantic  Lake  Deschenes 
— an  enlargement  of  the 
majestic  Ottawa — is  situ- 
ated the  Village  of  Aylmer. 
Two  hundred  years  ago 
the  hardy  French  adven- 
turers, "  clad  in  doublet 
and  hose,  and  boots  of 
Cordovan  leather,"  built 
many  a  camp  fire  on  the 
green  shores  of  the  smiling 
lake,  as  they  rested  on 
their  long  canoe-journeys  from  the  fort  of  Ville  Marie 
(now  Montreal)  to  the  Georgian  Bay,  and  the  unknown 
West.  As  Parkman  tells  us,  Frontenac,  Champlain, 
Father  Hennepin,  La  Salle  :  all  the  adventurous  French- 
men, who  were  the  first  explorers,  passed  the  site  of 
the  Hotel  Victoria. 

After  the  conquest  of  Canada  by  the  British,  the  popu- 
lation of  the  country  rapidly  increased,  the  French  moving 
west,  and  the  English  settling  in  Ontario.  To-day  it  is 
along  the  Ottawa  river  that  we  find  the  land  "  Where 
Races  Blend." 
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Here  lives  the  French  CatKidian  "  habitant,"  with  his 
constant  good -humor,  his  scrupulously  clean  cottage;  his 
parish  priest  his  sole  arbiter  in  all  things.  Not  far  from 
Aylmer — an  English-Canadian  village  itself — the  visitor 
will  find  many  a  cottage  which  might  have  been  transferred 
from  Normandy. 

Providence  never  set  a  more  beautiful  scene  than  that

visible  from  the  120-foot  high  observatory  of  the  Hoiel 
Victoria.  To  the  north,  the  magnificent  rock-ribbed 
"  grand  old  Laurentides,  old  when  the  earth  was  new," 
lift  their  towering  heights  against  an  aznre  sky  that  Naples 
could  not  surpass.  A  stone's  throw  from  the  hotel  piazza. 
Lake  Deschenes,  thirty  miles  in  length  and  nine  in  width, 
sparkles  in  the  summer  sunshine.  Ten  miles  to  the  east,

For  three  miles  above  these  amous  falls, 
now  harnessed  by,  and  the  useful  servants  of,  man,  the 
Ottawa  is  broken  into  white-capped  rapids,  excelling  in 
magnitude  those  of  Niagara,  and  impassable  by  craft  of 
any  kind. 

Nature  has  devised  no  more  perfect  site  for  a  summer 
resort;  the  Company  that  controls  the  Hotel  Victoria 
has  furnished  a  gem  that  is  worthy  of  its  setting.  En- 
vironed on  three  sides  by  a  magnificent  forest  of  ancient 
pines,  with  their  healthful  balsamic  odors,  with  charming 
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Balcony,  Hotel  Victoria. 
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walks  along  the  lake  shore,  and  with  bathing  in  the  softest, 
purest  water  on  the  continent,  the  guest  has  all  the  primary 
conditions  of  well-being.  There  are  other  comforts,  those 
which  art  and  science  contribute.  Modern  passenger 
elevators,  baths,  i6o  beautifully  furnished  bedrooms,  single 
and  en  suite,  steam-heating — seldom  necessary,  however — 
and  the  latest  sanitary  plumbing,  make  life  at  the  Hotel 
VicroRiA  sybaritic  in  all  but  a  primeval  sense.  Around 
three  sides  of  the  building  runs  a  spacious  piazza,  twenty 
feet  wide,  and  containing  8,000  square  feet  of  promenade. 
An  amusement  hall,  a  water-toboggan,  which  is  so  con- 
structed that  it  is  absolutely  safe,  and  an  ingeniously 
devised  Moorish  maze,  are  interesting  and  amusing  features 
of  the  establishment.  For  the  athletically  inclined,  bowl- 
ing alleys,  a  billiard  room  with  new  tables,  and  tennis 
courts,  give  opportunity  for  the  cultivation  of  the  sound 
body,  which  is  necessary  to  a  healthy  mind.

PROVINCE   OF  ONTARIO. 
SHOOTING. 

Moose,     caribou,    elk,    and    reindeer    protected    entirely 

until   October,    1900 Deer   can    only   be    hunted, 

taken,  or  killed  between  November  1st  and  November  15th,  i.e. 
15  days.  .  .  .  Quail  and  wild  turkeys,  September  15th 
to  December  15th.  .  .  .  Grouse,  pheasants,  woodcock, 
golden  plover,  prairie  fowl,  partridge,  snipe,  rail,  hare,  15th 
September  to  15th  December  following.  .  .  .  Swans  and 
geese,  15th  September  to  ist  May.  .  .  .  Ducks  of  all  kinds 
and  other  waterfowl,  ist  December  to  15th  Decf  mber.  No  per- 
son shall  shoot  between  sunset  ai  d  sunrise.  Cotton  tail  rabbits 
may  be  shot  at  all  times. 

No  person  can  kill  deer  in  Ontario,  except  he  hold  a  license 
from  the  Provincial  Secretary.  No  person  shall  kill  more  than 
TWO  DEER,  and  deer  are  not  to  be  hunted  or  killed  in  the 
water. 

No  person  shall  take  or  kill  any  moose,  elk,  reindeer,  cari- 
bou, deer,  partridge  or  quail,  for  the  purpOvSe  of  exporting  the 

same  out  ot  Ontario. 

FISHING. 

Open  Season. —  Salmon,  trout  and  whitefish,  between 
the  ist  November  and  ist  December.  .  .  ,  Speckled 
trout,  brook  trout,  river  trout,  from  ist  May  to  15th  September. 
.  .  .  Bass  and  Maskinonge  from  15th  June  to  15th  A])ril.  .  .  . 

No  person  shall  kill  more 
than  fifty  speckled  or  brook  trout  in  one  day,  or  more  than 
aggregates  in  weight  15  pounds,    or  any  trout  less  than  five

PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC. 
HUNTING. 

No  person  who  is  not  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 
can,  at  any  time,  hunt  in  this  Province  without  havi'g  pre- 
viously obtained  a  license  to  that  effect  from  the  Comnii.-sioner 
of  L-ands,  Forests  and  Fisheries,  or  frotn  any  other  person  de- 
signated by  him. 

Such  license  is  not  transferable,  and  shall  be  good  only  for 
the  lnuitii\g  or  shooting  season  for  which  it  is  issued. 

Heavy  penalties  are  imposed  for  infractions  of  the  game 
laws,  and  the  wardens  are  instructed  to  see  that  the  laws  are 
strictly  enforced. 

The  hunting  rights  do  not  give  non-residents  of  the  Pro- 
vince the  privilege  to  fish. 

I/IC^NSE   FEES. 

From  every  person  not  a  resident  in  the  I'rovince  of  Quebec, 
and  not  in  possession  therein  of  a  duly  leased  hunting  territory, 
and  not  a  boua-fuie  member  of  a  duly  incorporated  club,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  there  shall  be  levied  : 

Non-Resident  Season  License     -     -    I25.00. 

Non-residents  who  recpiire  only  a  few  days  hunting  will  be 
charged  only  I1.50  per  day. 
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N.B. — The  above  hunting  license  allows  the  licensee  to  kill 
every  kind  of  game  coming  within  range  of  his  rifle  or  shot  gun 
during  the  season  provided  by  law  for  the  killing  of  such  game. 

NON-R^SIDBNTS. 

ist. — Bona-fide  Active  Members  of  clubs,  uul\  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  the  Province,  or  licen.sees  of  hunting 
territory  who  are  non-residents  of  this  Province,  have  no  licenses 
to  pay  to  hunt  on  their  territory.

— Non-Residents  found  in  tlie  woods,  or  on  an)'  limit- 
ing grounds,  carrying  lirearms  or  hunting  ouifits,  may  be  com- 
pelled then  and  there  to  take  out  a  license  if  they  cannot  pro- 
duce a  permit  or  license  in  due  form. 

Article  1416  — Every  such  license  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Commissioner,  or  by  any  other  person  designated  by  him,  upon 
payment  of  fees  according  to  the  7 Jr;///' established  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in  Council, 

:exhibition  of  p:^rmit. 

Article  1416^?. — The  holder  of  a  permit  shall,  at  all  reason- 
able times  when  required,  exhibit  the  same  to  any  gamekeeper 
or  to  any  person  liaving  cx-oj'/icio  such  qualit}-,  mider  penalty  of 
the  forfeiture  of  the  permit,  without  prejudice  to  the  penalties 
enacted  by  Article  14 10  R.vS.Q.,  1416a  ;  59  V.  c.  20,  s.  8. 

The  above  applies  also  to  membe-ship  certificate  of  a  duly 
incorporated  club.

Article  1397. — After  the  first  (15)  fifteen  days  of  the  close 
season,  all  railway,  steamboat,  and  other  companies,  and  public 
carriers,  are  forbidden  to  carry  any  moose,  caribou,  or  deer, 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  flesh  of  such  animal,  or  the  green 
hide  thereof.

F^^  FOR  TRANSPORT  PERMITS. 

For  transport  permits  during  the  close  season  there  may  be 
exacted  a  fee,  the  amount  whereof  shall  be  fixed,  by  the  Com- 
missioner according  to  circumstances,  but  which  sliall  not  ex- 
ceed five  dollars. 

In  virtue  of  this  permit  the  holder  can  ship  by  any  trans- 
portation company  two  moose,  two  cariboo  and  three  deer, 
and  all  the  water  birds,  or  beach  or  wood  birds,  provided  they 
were  killed  during  the  legal  hunting  season  ;  and  the  transport- 
ation companies  are  authorized  to  carry  the  above. 

No  transportation  permit  is  required  during  the  open  season 
for  hunting,  to  ship  out  of  the  province,  game  sliot  or  killed 
according  to  law. 

FISHING. 

Article  1 375. — Line  fishing,  and  rod  and  line  fishing  are 
alone  permitted  in  navigable  waters,  and  rod  and  line  fishing 
only  is  permitted  in  the  non-navigable  waters  of  the  Province 
of  yuebec. 

Any  person  rot  having  his  domicile  in  the  province,  who 
desires  to  fish  therein,  must,  before  beginning  to  fish,  procure  a 
special  license  to  that  effect  from  the  Commissioner,  or  ffoni 
any  other  person  authorized  for  that  purpose. 

Heavy  penalties  are  imposed  for  infractions  of  the  fishery 
laws,  and  the  wardens  are  instructed  to  see  that  the  laws  are 
strictly  enforced.

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Invited  Guests  and  Honorary  Members  of  clubs  have

Non-Resident  Members  of  a  duly  incorporated  club 
cannot  fish  (as  invited  guests  or  otherwise)  on  any  other  terri- 
tory than  that  of  the  club  to  which  they  belong.  Should  they 
desire  to  fish  elsewhere,  on  leased  or  unleased  territory,  by 
invitation  or  otherwise,  they  must  pay  the  full  license. 

Non-Residents  found  in  the  woods  or  m  any  fishing 
grounds  carrying  fishing  outfits  may  be  compelled  then  and 
there  to  take  out  a  license,  if  they  cannot  produce  a  permit  or  a 
license  in  due  form. 

The  fishing  rights  do  not  give  Non-Residents  of  the 
Province  tht  privilege  to  hunt. 

TRANSPORT. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  allowed  for  transporta- 
tion after  the  close  of  the  open  season,  all  railway,  steamboat 
and  other  companies  and  public  carriers  are  forbidden  to  carry 
an}'  kind  of  fish. 

Any  railway,  steamboat  or  other  companies,  or  any  person 
favoring  in  any  manner  whatever  the  contraventioti  of  this 
article,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  law. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  lawful  for  luc  Commissioner  of  Lands, 
Forests  and  Fisheries  to  grant,  at  any  time,  transport  permits, 
when  it  has  been  established  to  his  satisfaction  that  the  fish 
which  it  is  desired  to  transport  have  been  taken  during  the  time 
when  fishing  is  allowed  aiul  in  a  lawful  manner. 

P'or  such  permits  there  may  be  exacted  a  f'^e,  the  amoimt 
whereof  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioner,  according  to 
circumstances,  but  which  saall  not  exceed  five  dollars.

FIRE  I/AW. 

The  Lessee  of  a  Fish  and  Game  Preserve  is  An- 
swerable for  ilamages  to  timber  by  waste,  etc.,  fire,  etc.,  un- 
less he  proves  that  all  due  precaution  has  been  taken. 

He  shall  further  be  answerable  for  damages  caused  by  him- 
self, or  by  the  people  under  his  control,  to  the  timber  growing 
on  said  territory,   or  on  the  adjoining   territory,   either  from 


waste  or  want  of  sufficient  precaution  in  lighting,  watching 
over,  or  putting  out  fires,  and  it  shall  be  incumbent  on  him,  in 
case  of  damage  doni,'  by  fire,  to  prove  that  all  such  precautions 
have  been  taken.     ;;i,  52,  V.,  c.  17,  s.  6. 

The  value  of  the  Canadian  forests  can  hardly  be  over-esti- 
mated, although  th(?  destruction  of  small  portions  of  them  by 
fires  amounts  annually  to  a  serious  item.  Anyone  who  has 
been  in  a  district  over  which  a  fire  has  recently  passed  will 
appreciate  the  utter  ruin  of  the  district  for  several  years  for  the 
tourist,  the  hunter,  and  the  angler.  We  believe  that  every  true 
sportsman  is  glad  to  do  anything  in  his  power  to  prevent 
destruction  of  the  forevSts  and  will  observe  carefully  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  of  the  fire-rangers  : — 

"The  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  between  April  rst 
'•  and  October  31st,  and  if  a  fire  is  made  in  t  le  forest,  or  at  a 
"  distance  of  less  than  half  a  mile  therefrom,  or  upon  any  island, 
*•  for  cooking  for  obtaining  warmth,  the  maker  should — 

ist— Select  a  locality  in  the  neighborhood  in  which  there 
is  the  smallest  quantity  of  vegetable  matter,  dead 
wood,  branches,  brushwood,  dry  leaves,  or  resinous 
trees. 
2nd — Clear  the  place  in  which  he  \^  about  to  light  the  fire  by 
removing  all  vegetable  matter,  dead  trees,  branches, 
brushwood,  and  dry   leaves  from  the  soil  within  a 
radius  of  ten  feet  from  the  fire. 
3rd — Exercise  and  observe  every  reasonable  care  and  pre- 
caution to  prevent  such  fire  from  spreading,  and  care- 
fully extinguish  the  same  before  (juitting  tlie  place. 
"Great    care    shoidd   be   exercised   to    see    that    burning 
'  matches,  ashes  of  ]npes  and  lighted  cigars,  or  burning  gun 
'  wadding,  or  an}-  other  burning  substance,   should  be  com- 
"  pletely  exi  '"guished  before  the  sportsman  leaves  the  spot. 

"Too  iK,  h  care  cannot  be  exercised  in  these  important 
"  matters." 

All  perstMis  interested  in  the  protection  of  our  fish  and 
game,  and  all  members  of  clubs,  are  earnestly  invited  to  aid  the 
officers  of  the  Department  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  regula- 
tions, and  in  the  prevention  of  any  violation  of  the  laws.

The  articles  which  may  be  brought  into  Canada  ( in  addi- 
tion to  wearing  apparel,  on  which  no  duty  is  levied),  as  tourists 
outfi.ts,  comprise  guns,  fishing  rods,  canoes,  tents,  camp  equip- 
ment, cooking  utensils,  musical  instruments,  Kodaks,  etc.,  etc. 
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A  deposit  of  duty  on  the  appraised  value  of  the  articles 
imported  must  be  made  with  the  nearest  Collector  on  arrival 
in  Canada,  which  deposit  will  be  returned  in  full,  provided 
the  articles  are  exported  from  Canada  within  six  months.

CUJB  VISITORS'  SHOOTING  AND  FISHING 

OUTFITS. 

1.  Any  organized  Shooting  or  Fishing  Club,  which  has 
duly  obtained  shooting  or  fishing  privileges  in  any  Province 
in  Canada,  may  deposit  with  the  Department  of  Customs  at 
Ottawa,  a  Guarantee,  as  per  Schedule  "A"  hereto,  as  security 
for  the  due  exportation  or  payment  of  dutv-  on  the  sporting 
outfits  brought  into  Canada  temporarily,  for  their  own  use 
and  not  for  gain  or  hire,  by  members  of  the  Club  resident  out- 
side of  Canada. 

2.  The  "Guarantee,"  if  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Customs,  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  time  specified  therein, 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  "Guarantee  Certificates"  indi- 
cating such  approval  may  be  signed  and  forwarded  to  Shooting 
and  Fishing  Club  by  the  Commissioner  of  Customs,  to  be  pre- 
sented to  Cusioms  Officers  (and  returned  to  visiting  members 
after  inspection )  as  evidence  of  the  deposit  and  approval  of  the 
Club  Guarantee. 

3.  A  special  Ticket  of  Membership,  signed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Club,  and  dated  within  one  year  from  the  time  of  its 
pre?entation  to  the  Customs  Officer,  may  be  accepted  by  such 
officer  as  evidence  that  the  person  presenting  the  Ticket  is  a 
visiting  member  of  such  Club,  resident  outside  of  Canada. 
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4.  Visiting  metnhers  (non-resident  in  Canada)  of  any  Shoot- 
ing or  Fishing  Club  which  has  deposited  a  "Guarantee"  ap- 
proved by  the  Minister  of  Customs  as  herein  provided,  may 
l)ring  with  them  such  guns,  fishing  rods  and  sporting  outfit 
as  they  recpiire  for  their  own  use  and  not  for  gain  or  hire, 
conditional  on  exportation  within  ninety  days  from  time  of 
entrance,  u])on  depositing  a  Ticket  of  Membership  signed  as 
before  mentioned,  and  furnishing  to  the  Customs  Officer  at  the 
Port  of  Entry  in  Canada  a  report  (in  du])licate)  signed  by  him 
and  containing  a  description  of  the  articles  comprised  in  his 
outfit,  and  giving  the  value  thereof :  Provided,  however,  that 
duty  shall  be  paid  on  (vnmiinition  ofid  proi'isious  brought  in  with 
such  outfit. 

5.  One  copy  of  the  report,  stamped  by  the  Customs 
Officer  for  identification,  shall  be  handed  back  to  the  party

EXPORTATION  OF  GAME. 

Deer  family  comprises  Moose,  Caribou,  Elk  and  Deer. 

The  following  regulations  respecting  the  export  of  deer, 
shot  for  sport  by  persons  not  domiciled  in  Canada,  have  been 
made  and  established,  viz  : — 
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Deer  when  shot  for  sport  under  Provincial  or  Territorial 
authority  in  Canada,  by  any  person  not  domiciled  in  Canada 
may  be  exported  under  the  following  conditions  and  limita- 
tions : — 

1.  The  deer  may  be  exported  only  at  the  Customs  Ports 
of  Halifax,  Yarmouth,  Macadam  Junction,  Quebec,  Montreal, 
Ottawa,  Kingston,  Niagara  Falls,  Port  P>ie,  Windsor,  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  Port  Arthur,  and  such  other  ports  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Minister  of  Customs  be  designated  for  the  export 
of  deer. 

2.  The  ex|x)rtation  of  deer  in  the  carcase  or  parts  thereof 
(except  as  to  cured  deer  heads  and  hides  of  deer)  shall  be  per- 
juitted  only  during  or  within  fifteen  days  after  the  "open 
season  "  allowed  for  shooting  deer  under  the  laws  of  the  Pro- 
vince or  Territory  where  the  deer  to  be  exported  has  been 
shot. 

3.  No  person  shall  in  one  year  export  more  than  the  whole 
or  parts  of  two  deer,  nor  shall  exportation  of  such  deer  be  made 
by  the  same  |ierson  on  more  than  two  occasions  during  one 
calendar  year.  — ^.....^ 

4.  Deer  in  the  carcase  or  any  part  thereof  which  has  been 
killed  in  contravention  of  any  Provincial  or  Territorial  law 
shall  not  be  exported,  nor  shall  any  deer  in  the  carcase  or  parts 
thereof  be  exported  without  the  permit  of  the  Collector  of  Cus- 
toms accompanying  the  shipment. 

5.  A  person,  not  domiciled  in  Canada,  who  has  shot  deer 
for  sport  and  not  for  gain  or  hire,  under  Provincial  or  Territo- 
rial authority,  may  make  an  export  entry  in  duplicate  of  deer 
in  the  carcase  or  parts  thereof  so  shot  by  him  and  allowed  to 
be  exported — upon  subscribing  and  attesting  before  a  Collector 
of  Customs  a  declaration  in  the  following  form  to  be  annexed 
to  said  export  entry,  viz  : — (As  per  form  in  Appendix). 

6.  The  exporter  shall  produce  his  license  or  permit  for 
shooting  deer  under  Provincial  or  Territorial  authority  to  the 
Collector  of  Customs  before  the  exportation  of  the  deer,  and  the 
Collector  shall  endorse  thereon  a  description  of  the  quantity 
and  parts  entered  for  exportation. 

The  Collector  of  Customs  at  any  Customs  Port  of  Pantry 
designated  for  the  export  of  deer,  upon  receiving  the  sai«l 
export  entries  duly  completed,  may  thereupon  under  the  seal 
of  the  Custom  House,  issue  his  permit  for  the  exportation  of 
the  deer,  if  satisfied  as  to  the  identity  of  the  sportsman  and 
that  the  exportation  is  not  prohibited.

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HOMESTEAD  REGULATIONS. 

All  even-numbered  sections  of  Dominion  T  ands  in  Manitoba  or  the 
North- West  Teiritories.  excepting  8  and  26.  which  have  not  been  home- 
steaded,  reserved  to  provide  wood  lots  for  settlers,  or  for  other  purposes, 
may  be  honiesteadea  by  any  person  who  is  the  sole  head  of  a  family,  or 
any  male  over  eighteen  j'ears  of  age,  to  the  extent  of  one  quarter-section 
of  160  acres,  more  or  le.ss. 

ENTRY. 

Entry  may  be  made  personally  at  the  local  land  office  for  the  District 
in  which  the  land  to  be  taken  is  situate,  or  if  the  homesteader  desires  he 
may,  on  application  to  the  Minister  of  the  interior.  Ottawa,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Immigration.  Winnipeg,  or  the  I^ocal  Agent  for  the  District  in 
which  the  land  is  situate,  receive  authority  for  .some  one  to  make  the  entry 
for  him.  A  fee  of  $10  is  charged  for  an  ordinary  homestead  entry  ;  but  for 
Ian  s  which  have  been  occupied  an  additional  fee  of  $5  or  $10  is  chargeable 
to  meet  cancellation  or  inspection  and  cancellation  expen.ses. 

HOMESTEAD  DUTIES. 

Under  the  pre.sent  law,  homestead  duties  must  be  i)erforiiied  in  the 
following  way.  niniely,  by  three  years'  residence  and  cultivati  n.  during 
which  time  the  settler  may  not  be  absent,  without  perrnis.«;ion  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  more  than  six  months  in  any  one  year  without 
forfeiting  the  entry. 

APPLICATION  FOR  PATENT 

should  be  made  at  the  end  of  the  three  years,  before  the  local  agent  or  the 
homestead  inspector.  Before  making  application  for  patent  the  sett'er 
must  give  .six  months'  notice  in  writing  to  the  Conimi.s.sioner  of  Dominion 
I,ands  at  Ottawa  of  his  intention  to  do  so.  When,  for  convenience  of  the 
.settler,  application  for  patent  is  made  before  a  homestead  inspector,  a  fee 
of  I5  is  chargeable. 

INFORMATION. 

Newly  arrived  immigrants  will  receive  at  the  Immigration  Office  in 
Winnifjeg,  or  any  Dominion  lands  office  in  Manitoba  or  the  North- West 
Territorie.s.  information  as  to  the  lands  that  are  open  for  entry,  and  from 
the  officers  in  charge,  free  of  expen.se,  advice  and  a.s.sistance  in  .securing 
lands  to  .suit  them  ;  and  full  information  respecting  the  land,  timber  coal 
and  mineral  laws  and  copies  of  the.se  Regulations,  as  well  as  tho.se 
respecting  Dominion  Lands  in  the  Railwaj-  Belt  in  British  Columbia,  may 
be  obtained  upon  applicalio'i  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  Ottawa  :  the  Commis.sioner  of  Immignttion.  Winnipeg,  Manitoba, 
or  to  any  of  the  Dominion  lands  agents  in  Manitoba  or  the  North- West 
Territorie.s.
